The farmer is also a_ chronic 
worrior, and soon another growing 
season will be upon us, We look 
forward to hearing a farmer state 
anew his grumbles of discontent, 
because he's our friend.

PRISON WALLS 
MAKE A JAIL 


The shooting of Abe Sawatsky, 
Bowden Institution staff member, 
last week by a teenage inmate 
should be taken by officials in Ed- 
monton as positive proof that a wall 
should be errected around the pres- 
ent structure, the guards armed 
and tower guns adequately placed. 

The shot that hit Sawatsky came 
within less than an inch of being 
fatal. The situation that followed 
the shooting could easily have re- 
sulted in several killings. 

The staff at the Bowden Institu- 
tion ,as Wwe see it, are handicapped, 
beyond all reason, consequently, 
jail breaks from Bowden are reach- 
ing the rate of four to six a month. 
Unless more authority and proper 
equipment are given the guards at 
the Bowden Institute the whole 
scheme will be a costly farce and 
will result in one or more deaths. 

Farmers in the area each time 
there is an escape lead an unpleas- 
ant life, and judging by the inci- 
dent Tuesday, are living under 
threat of bing shot. 

Nor was Tuesday's shooting the 
first seriows bodily harm to guards 
at Bowden Institution. } 

Bowden escapes each year are | 
costing this area thousands of dol- 
lars in stolen property, cars, cloth- | 
ing and food stuff. It seems un- | 
reasonable that such a_ situation 
should be tolerated. 

Kindness to criminals is a fine 
theory but it should not cause con- 
cern, yes even alarm, to law abiding 
people farming in this area.
